The afternoon session opened at 2 


o'clock, with Charles \Vilcox on the 
stand, called as a witness by Mark- 
ham. 
Wilcox —Am in the employ of the 


Board of Health ; am a member of the 
Hawaiian Republican Club; am secre- 
tary; you, Markham, were originator 
and promoter; society was in support 
of the Government; you were first 
president; D. L. Naone was next 
president; a resolution was introduced 
in the club with respect to the attitude 
of the club toward the Government. 


The resolution was read by the wit- 


ness : 
Resolved,—That the members of the 


Hawaiian Republican Club hereby 
bind themselves to carry out the oath 
they have taken to support the Gov- 
ernment, and to do all in their power 
to prevent the return of Mrs. Dominis 
to the throne, or n«r niece Kaiulani 
from becoming queen, or the restora- 
tion of the monarchical form of gov- 
ernment in any way, shape or form 


Resolved, further,—That in case of 


war, the president of the organization 
shall meet President Dole and render 
such assistance as may be required by 
the said commander-in-chlef; and If 
the president fall to do so, he shall be 
treated as a traitor. 
Wilcox:—Attitude of members was 
varied; I supported resolution, others 
did not; it was amended ; you upheld 
it very strongly; after a debate of au 
hour, it was passed and a copy was 
sent to Executive Council; the object 
of the cluh was to promote closer 
union with the United States; one 
object was to get annexation ; that is 
still an object; it did oppose the res- 
toration of a monarchy.

Robertson:—Naone was president at 
the time of the introduction of the 
resolution; Markham resigned on 
account of a "kick" on the part of 
some of the members ; his name was 
not on the voting Hat.

Tbe Military Commission occupied 


most of tbe day Wednesday with the 
twenty one natives on trial lor the 
past two days. Witnesses for the de- 
fense iu Markham'b case were brought 
up during the forenoon, also wltneses 
called by several other prisoners. In 
the afternoon Kaae was put on trial 
for misprision of treason. 


Kema Kekipi was the first witness 


called:—January 6th I saw Markham 
in the house somewhere between 7 
and 8 o'clock; later he was in the 
back room of tbe house with a num- 
ber of white people; he was in the 
room off and on, from 1 o'clock to 4 
or 5 o'clock In the morning; had a 
gun with him all the time; George 
Markham did not disappear after 12 
o'clock; after 5 o'clock I did not <see 
him; I certainly saw him have a gun. 
Cross-examination : — I first saw 


Markham between 2 or 3 o'clock in 
in the afternoon; he was there when 
I came; he was talking among the 
natives; I did not overhear any of the 
conversation; about daylight Monday 
morning I was up on Diamond Head. 


To Judge Whiting:—All the time 


Markbam was there at the house be 
had a gun with him ; he with others 
were guarding white prisoners. 


Keliona Poepoe was put on the 
stand as a witness for George Mark- 
bam:—I know George Markbam; baw 
him at Kaalawai on Sunday; I was 
one of those guarding him; I got 
there first but did not see when Mark- 
ham first came; I was put on guard 
duty about dark and remained all 
night; I saw Markham have a gun 
once, but don't know whether he 
carried it all the time; a gun went off 
accident!}- and I saw George showing 
the men bow to work it; I was on 
guard over the prisoners during the 
night, outside on the veranda; I did 
not see Markham walking about with 
a gun. 
Cross-examination:—I saw Mark- 


ham go outside; that was the time 
when, tbe gun went off accldently; 
all the prisoners were allowed to go 
outdoors; after he was taken into tbe 
back room I did not see him again till 
the morning. 
Mr. Ka-ne announced the Markham 


case closed. 
Keliona Poepoe aeked to make a 
abort statement in his own behalf :— 
I told my attorney all tbe facts relat- 
ing to going out there, and plead 
guilty, and hope tbe Court will be as 
lenient with me as possible. 
William Pua, on being questioned 
by Col. Whiting, said he had a wife 
and child. 
Neiobo (w) was called to testify in 
behalf of Pibana, Haija and others. 
Remember Kauai and Apalabama 
coming to the house and telling Nabl- 
nalau If he did not go with them 
they would shoot him. Had a paper 
to sign. Nahlnalau wanted to know 
why be was to sign; Apalabama said 
he had work for him to do. Haha 
was there. En oka was there, Plhena 
and also Pio. Haha was not told to go 
bat was frightened by what Apala- 
hama said. Pio started to run away 
but was chased up and brought back. 
Cross-examination:—After this talk 


with Apalahama and Kauai, these 
men said: "We are going to Mauna- 
lua to get fish, money." 
Apalahama 
objected. They went off and soon my 
husband came back and gave me 
money; then went away with Apala- 
hama. 
Haha was called:—Know Apalaha- 


ma; be came to my place on Sunday 
forenoon. 
They urged me to go to 
Kaalawai. Told us to sign our names 
to a paper. He said: "If you don't 
sign you don't love your country." 
They were armed with pistols. I said 
I couldn't go to Kahala because I was 
sick. That made no difference. We 
went. 
Cross-examination: — Kauai 
and 


Abraham first talked with us about 
noon. They left us with Kauai while 
Abraham went to get the others. Got 
to Kahala late in tbe afternoon. 
J. K. Kamali asked to make a state- 


ment:—On Saturday 
morning my 


cousin and I came to town looking for 
work. We went back about 10 o'clock. 
Between 6 and 7 in the evening Pua 
said be was going to a feast at Ka- 
hala. I went along with him to take 
care of him. While we were resting 
at Kaalawai a boy came up and said 
the feast was at Kahala. We went 
along till we came to a gate where we 
were challenged. Went in and found 
a good many people there; soon men 
began to come in from the beach car- 
rying guns. 
I saw it was useless to 


refuse,so I took tbe guns and carried 
them where I waa told. The next 
evening they began to send men away 
to tbe other places, but kept me at tbe 
house as I could not handle a gun. I 
was made cook. 
Soon men said: 
"Here comes the tugboat; you had 
better run." 
I ran; went to tbe 
mountains and worked

Questioned by Judge-Advocate:—I 
gave tbe men food to take to the top 
of Diamond Head. Did not stay with 
Wilcox.

did not bear Nahinalau say anything 
about having to go for fish mouey.

AFTEKNOON SESSION. 


Court opened at 1:30 o'clock with 


Ulukou on the stand, called as a wit- 
ness by Euoka. 


Ulukou to Enoka:—Saw you at Ka- 


bala; saw Charles Warren there; 
Warren gave you the gun whlcb you 
held; Warren told you and all of us 
that anyone wbo left the place would 
be a dead man: when we left Kahala 
Nowlein said that no one would be al- 
lowed to leave ranks; Warren bad 
some squads drawn up before we left; 
orders were given to sentries to stop 
anyone from getting away ; it was ou 
account of these orders that we were 


revented from getting away. 
Cross examined by the Judge-Ad- 


vocate:—Several persons tried to get 
away but did not succeed; saw Enoka 
on Monday during the fight; can't say 
f be tried to get away. 
Wm. Kekoa to Enoka:—Do not re- 
member seeing jou there; Charles 
Warren was there; he gave you the 
D n you ha>J: addressed us all to the 
effect that anyone who tried to run 
away would be uhot; Wanen formed 
us in lioe; it was ou account of the 
orders given by Warren that we were 
prevented from getting away. 


Nuhou to Euoka:—Saw you at Mau- 


nalua; remember when Apalahama 
and Kauai came over after you; they 
said you would be sbot if you did not 
50 along; Apalahama bad a book in 
bis band as well as a revolver; he bad 
a dispute with Nahinalau because tbe 
latter refused to sign; Kauai waa there 
too; he wanted you and others to go 
right along with them at that time; 
we went alter our money for fish and 
then came back; Apalahama told us 
to come with him then; said that if 
we did not go, a mark would be put 
against our names and we would be 
sbot on the next Monday. 
Enoka:—Sunday morning a number 


of us went over to Maunalua to get 
our money for fish; saw Apalahama 
wbo told us to halt; he had a letter 
which he called an "Aloha Aina" pa- 
per; he told us that w« must sign and 
drew a revolver on us, saying that the 
one wbo refused to do so was a traitor 
and would be sbot; Abalahama told 
us that If we said anything very much 
to him our lives would be in danger; 
said if we were not all his relatives he 
would shoot us right there; my wife 
objected to my going, but I said I had 
to go or I would be shot; we then 
started off in ones and twos; Abala- 
bama gave us the pass-word which 
was "aloha alna"; reached Kaalawai 
in tbe afternoon; there were many 
personsabout when Apalahama called 
on us; was in the fight ou Monday 
and did some shooting. 
Ka-ne proposed that the evidence 


given by Nuhou and Inoaole, in the 
cases of Haha and Nahinalua, be ac- 
cepted in the cases of Piihana and Ki- 
holo. Granted. 
John Pio:—Live out near Mauna- 


lua; was at Nahinalau's house; re- 
mained there until 12 or 1 o'clock on 
Sunday; Apalabama came and told 
us to sign a letter; we were threat- 
ened and signed our names; arrived at 
Kahala and were giveu guns by War- 
ren; was told to go to Bertelmann's. 
Sam Nowletn was called as a witness 


for the prosecution in the case of 
Markbam. He was brought in to re- 
but the evidence given by both Mark- 
bam and Wilcox in regard to the 
Thursday evening of the Kakaako af- 
fair. 
Nowlein:—Saw Markham at the 
corner of Palace Square on horseback 
on tbe night of the Kakaako affair; 
saw Wilcox on King street outside of 
Bingham's school; met Markham and 
told him Kakaako meeting bad been 
dispersed and wanted him to go to 
Waiklkl to see Bertelmann; left him; 
went up Richards street to the hotel. 
Cross-examined:—Was in carriage 


and saw Markham standing near cor- 
ner; on going out to my house did not 
see Wilcox, but did on returning to 
town. 
With Nowlein, tbe list of witness 


was ended, and Markham spokfc to 
the court as follows: 
"I would like to address the court 


and to make my speech as short as 
possible. I am charged with treason, 
one of the most serious crimes in the 
statutes of Hawaii. 
"In all of this recent rebellion, gen- 


tlemen, I have not asked a single 
man to take part, and yet I am 
charged with treason. 
"Sorry I am that 
I should be 


charged with treason—I, wbo have 
been faithful 
to this Government 


from the very beginning, and who 
have stuck to it through thick and

He may have known some- 
thing of the uprising hut not a single 
witness that has been brought before 
the Court can say that Markham urged 
him to go into the fight." 


"Now,

to ask how lie got to Kaalawai? Who 
took him there" 
Apalabama and 


Nuhou were out there and threatened 
him 
There was nothing for him to 


do. He had to go. I have nothing 
more to say, and submit the case to 
tbe court." 


Judge- Advocate Robertson, in bis 


review of Markham's case, apoke as 
follows: "In regard to George Mark- 
ham I submit that he was guilty under 
the second specification. He was al- 
loWed to mingle freely with the rebels 
at Kaalawai. 
Bartow said he was 


not a prisoner when he arrived at 
Kaalawai. He has failed to contra- 
dict Macdonald's statement, aa to be- 
insr with a gun on Sunday near ui id- 
night. The conduct of Markham in 
the week previous to the trouble 
marks him as a traitor." 


After a recess of half an hour the 
case of Junlus Kaae, charged with 
misprisioc of treason, was brought be- 
fore the court 
When tbe charge and specifications 


had been read, Mr. Neumann, Kaae's 
counsel, objected to the jurisdiction of 
the court. Adjournment of proceed- 
ings in Kaae's case was taken until 
9:30 a. m. today. 
Tbe court was 


cleared and other business attended to 
by tbe Commission.

The Good Sleep of a Bad Man. 


IN a certain prison that we all bave beard 


of lay a convict upon his narrow iron oot. 
He was to be hanged tbe next morning. 
Yot he lay there, covered by a rough blanket, 
sleeping as quietly and soundly as a tired 
schoolboy. Occasionally the guard in the 
passage outside peered between tbe bars of 
tbe cell, only to find bis charge breathing 
deeply and regularly. This man bad violated 
tbe law prohibiting mnrder; yet ha had not 
violated the physical laws governing hie 
own body, and Nature rewarded him as it 
he bad been tbe noblest of his race. 


That same nigbt, Ires than a mile away, a 


rich man tossed and tarn bled npoo his 
laiarions bed. Be was a good and nsefnl 
member of society, yet be could not sleep. 
And, worse still, this happened to him every 
night. 
Sleep— that blessing which tbe 


Psalmist says, "God giveth hie beloved," 
was practically A stronger to this man. 
What ailed him ? 
The tortures of con- 


science? 
Want of money? 
The fear of 


enemies? Nothing of the son. Then why 
didn't be sleep as well as the murderer? 
Yon would like to know? Eight, let as look 
into the matter. 
"I gut no sleep at nifjbt ; I would lie for 


hours tossing about. In the morning I was 
worse tired than when I went to bed.". 


Thus writes Mrs. Eliza Mathews, of 1, 


North fioad, Burnt Oak, Edgware, near 
London, nnderdateof September 22nd, 1892. 
Just two years before this time she lost her 
health.

Copies of the reports of the com- 


mittee on temperance work were 
passed to those present, and Mr. 
Bingham, after 
poiniing out a 


couple of mistakes in the wording 
of certain sentences, suggested that 
ihe words "more than five per cent." 
ae stricken out in the resolution of 
the second minority report, which 
reads as follows: 


"We, the undersigned, greatly 


deploring the increasing evils which 
come to the Republic of Hawaii 
from the sale of intoxicating drinks 
'over the bar,' and in the saloons 
of this land, respectfully bat earn- 
estly petition the Legislature of 
this Republic to enact a law where- 
by it shall be made unlawful for 
any person in this Republic to sell 
any drink containing more than 
five per cent, of alcohol to any per- 
son over a bar, or to be drank on 
the premises." 


After several comments on the 


work to be carried out, P. C. Jones 
made a motion to amend the ma- 
jority report. 


Then followed a gengral discus- 


sion on the subject of temperance, 
some of the members favoring a 
total abolition of the liquor traffic 
and others holding that the highest 
point could only be reached 
by 


gradual ascent. 


Mrs. 
Whitney arose and stated 


that the ladies on the committee 
were willing to withdraw the first 
minority report. 


Mr. Jonee, observing that the ex- 


pression of views might be pro- 
longed indefinitely, made a motion 
that the reports, as presented, be 
laid on the table for further con- 
sideration, the members who were 
present making it their duty in the 
meantime to work earnestly on the 
matter outside. 


Rev. Dr. Hutchins did not think 


the matter should end so soon. The 
members of Central Union Church 
had been given two weeks notice 
that the temperance subject was to 
be introduced last night and those 
who were present should act im- 
mediately. 


Although Mr. Jones' motion to 


have the reports tabled was sec- 
onded, nevertheless the discussion 
did not cease Until several mem- 
bers had risen and pointed oat the 
advisability of such action. Mr. 
Jones' motion was made on the 
ground that the members of the 
church were not ready for a dis- 
cussion. 


During the evening the following 


letter of Rev. Dr. Douglas Birnie, 
of Boston, Mass., to the members 
of Central Union Church was read 
by Mr. Jones:

Full and frank con- 
sultation with mutual friends revealed 
the importance of the work to be done 
in Honolulu and informed me as to 
the able and willing helpers to be 
found in the church and congregation. 
The cordial and hearty spirit mani- 
fested in the formal call extended by 
your committee but emphasized the 
testimony «f those who know the 
church and her history. It required 
a generous faith for you to call me, a 
man whom you had never seen. It 
demands on my part a large measure 
of trust to accept your invitation, but 
I do it heartily, hopefully, relying up- 
on the earnest co operation of every 
one of you, and trusting to the grace 
and strength of God to guide and Keep 
us.

a week. Just listen to this : 


In tbe Hawaiian Islands are found 


the most contradictory conditions. In 
a small bel along tbe coast and in the 
few low-lying valleys the conditions 
of life are easy, for the heated air 
makes clothing unnecessary, and the 
fertile soil enables all tropical fruits 
and vegetables to grow almost with- 
out the planting; but in all tbe rest of 
tbe islands exists the temperature of 
onr Northern winter. Having an area 
about as large as Massachusetts, and a 
population about a quarter as large as 
that of the city of Washington, these 
islands are mostly composed of vol- 
canic scoria, about as unadapted to 
vegetation as so much cast iron. It is 
the crater of the vastest volcano in tbe 
world, desolated with ice and fire, 
generally either too hot or too cold for 
human endurance.

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SITUATION IN ARMENIA. 


The Armenian attrocities which 


the Turkish Government kept so 
studiously from the outside world 
prove to have been more hor- 
rible than the first reports indi- 
cated. Instead of a few thousand 
victims, the number comes nearer 
twenty thousand, whose bodies were 
gathered in vast heaps and con- 
sumed at funeral pyres. Such steps 
as have been taken for an investi- 
gation by a commission represent- 
ing the leading powers of Europe are 
carried on largely under tbe eye and 
direction of the Turkish Govern- 
ment, which will continue to look 
after its own interests. The United 
States, though debarred from hav- 
ing a representative upon the in- 
vestigating commission, has taken 
action to place an American Consul 
at Erzeroum and another at Har- 
poot, Urge towns nearer the center 
of the troubles than Sivas.

dominant element in those islands is 
American, and the case is quite differ- 
ent from the proposition to acquire 
Santo Domingo, whose people pos- 
sessed hardly an element in accord 
with our own civilization and institu- 
tions. Great Britain in her policies 
has always voiced the Anglo-Saxon 
sentiment by throwing her protecting 
shield over those countries to which 
her people hive emigrated, and where 
they had acquired control or recogniz- 
able power as a part of that popula- 
tion. That country has proceeded on

three quarters of an hour; Mrs. Kaae 
gave me some gold; she brought bran- 
dy in to us; do not remember who 
opened tbe bottle; there was enough 
for all, told Hakuole to come with me; 
we went out after that; the time was 
about half past eight; only took one 
drink; did not see bow much tbe other 
boys took; Kaae did not say anything 
to me; he may hav£ knowu something 
about the revolution ; it Is very prob- 
able that he did, for he was passing 
back and forth. 


Cross-examined:—Kaae said Wilcox 


did not meet iu the house while I was 
there. 


J. W. Gibbs:—Was in Honolulu

was; do not think that he was around 
wbeu we were holding conversation :> 
Kaae remains at home quite a good 
deal of the time ; was home at about 8 
o'clock on Saturday evening; did not 
see any drinking in the house ; went 
to a dance a little after 8 o'clock ; my 
brothers went out that evening before 
I left; it must have been about an 
hour previous to my departure for the 
dancing-school; do not remember see- 
ing Kaae there. 


Cross examined:—At about half past 


9 o'clock on Wednesday evening I ar- 
rived home from the dancing-school; 
think Willie and Hakuole were with 
me; Mrs. Kaae was at the house ou 
Saturday night when I went to the 
dancing-school; when I came back to 
the house with my hack, Kaae was 
standing ont by the gate; that was 
about 8 o'clock: '"ent to the ice cream, 
parlors after the 'ance; there was no 
oue at the houau when I got home ; 
Kaae and his wife were there that 
uigbt; I don't know anything about 
Sunday night because I was in jail. 


Re-direct examination:—On Iturs

At this point the Court adjourned 


until 7:30 o'clock.

"Mr. 
President and gentlemen. 


"Mr. Kane is accused of mispriHion of 


treason aud it is with some difficulty 
that 1 address the Court iu his case, 
for the two witnesses ou the side of the 
prosecution have told their stories just 
Irom tbe 'pure love of truth', and of 
course cannot be contradicted. 


"I claim, gentlemen, an our pait, 


that the evidence given on the side of 
the prosecution is not sufficient to con- 
vict the prisoner. From the evidence 
gven by the witnesses on the defense, 


aae was not present at bis house ou 


Thursday uigbt, while tbe conspirators 
were laying their plans. 


"Keliikuewa, the witness on tbe side 


of the prosecution, is a recognized 
drunkard and was iu his habitual 
state Saturday night previous to the 
revolutioo. 
He is tbe only one who 


accused Mrs. Kaae of telling him that 
if he went out to Kaalawai he would 
not be able to get back. He is also the 
one who accused Kaae of telling him 
to keep from going out in groups. I 
submit that his evidence cannot be re- 
lied upon. 


"Before this Court can convict tbe 


prisoner, there must be clear and ab- 
solute proof that he is guilty. 
Upon 


the ground that be is a native and, on 
that account, must have known some- 
thing about the outbreak previous to 
Sunday night, you cannot convict 
him. Legal proof has not been brought 
forth, sufficient to convict the prison- 
er. 
We want something more than 


what we have heard. 


"I ask you not to consider the evi- 


dence which the two witnesses for the 
prosecution have brought forth. One 
man is a confessed drunkard and the 
other a person who makes unreliable 
statements—statements which have 
been refuted by the other witnesses. 


"I doubt whether, If I were a native, 


anything I might have known about 
the revolution would have been di- 
vulged by me. Kaae is a native. 
Gentlemen, he may have 
known 


something about this outbreak, but do 
not convict him for his feelings. You 
have the evidence and I feel assured 
you will do him justice." 


Mr. Kinney addressed the Court on 


the side of the prosecution, as follows: 


"I believe that there has been a 


substantial case made out against the 
prisoner, Junius Kaae. The circum- 
stances, with the evidence, point him 
out as a guilty man. ^ Oue of tbe 
most prominent of the rebels, Robert 
Wilcox, together with the Lanes and 
others, hel'i conversations in bis bouse 
concerning tbe revolution. A witness 
has beea produced who said that Kaae 
warned the men who started from the 
bouse, to keep them from collecting 
In groups on the road to Waikiki. 
Expeditious were 
planned 
in his 


house and the men who went to Ka- 
kaako on Thursday night, started 
from that place. 


"I am willing to submit the case to 


the Court on the evidence, but I say 
Kaae ought to be convicted." 


Court adjourned until 9:30 a. in.,

WANTS A CABLE TO HAWAII. 


Fleming Thinks Pacific Ocean 
Com- 


merce Will Warrant It. 


CHARLES L. CARTER. 


His remarks appear in the Con- 
gressional Record and are as fol- 
lows : 


MB. CHAIRMAN:—I desire to sin- 


cerely join the great voice of the 
American people 10 tribute of respect 
to the memory of the fallen patriot of 
Hawaii, Charles L. Carter. 


Truly the adage that death loves a 
shining mark is conspicuously exem- 
plified in its claim to this defender of 
the new Republic cf the Islands of the 
Pacific Ocean. 
At the annual banquet of the resi- 


dent alumnae of the Ann 
Arbor 


(Mich.) University in this capital city 
early in the year 1893, at Willard's 
Hotel, I had the pleasure of meeting 
this joung and promising statesman. 


He was at the time sojourning in 


Washington, one of the Commissiou- 
ers from Hawaii seeking the annexa- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands to the 
Unite'l States, ami was called upon at 
this banquet to address the former 
students of their common alma mater. 


His first words impressed and won 


the hearts of all present 
He said : " Fellow student", and 1 


hope soon to say fellow-citizei.-." 


He waa mauly in l-eirintr, uf tine 
appearance, frank, hones-t, am! win 
ning in address. 
As a speaker he was earnest, ener- 


getic, pleasing, and eloquent. 


He briefly and with btronc; convic- 


tion portrayed tbe situation and sur- 
roundings- in Hawaii, their love of re- 
publican institutions, their admiration 
of the Government of the United 
States, their reverence for our flag, 
and their hopes of becoming a part of 
this great nation in the near future. 


We were all for annexation before 


he finished his short but eloquent ad- 
dress. 


Denied annexation, the great boon 


for which he hoped, he afterwards 
participated in the establishment of a 
republic for his beloved country, and 
on tbe nigUt of tbe 6th day of tbe 
present mouth, January, 189o, he gave 
up his life in it-i defense. He was last 
summer elected a member of the con- 
stitutional convention and partici- 
pated in tbe doings of that convention 
in formulating a constitutiou for the 
Republic 


At the first election under the con- 


stitution, last 
November, 
he was 


elected a member of tbe House of 
Representatives. 


Charles L. Carter died a martyr in 


defense of a republican forrn of'gov- 
ernment. 
He was as thoroughly 


American in principle ai IH any citi- 
zen of this great Republic. 


He was as loyal to the freedom of a 


Republic UH were the founders of our 
owp Government. 


He was ax ardent a lover of liberty 


is was Patrick Henry, ami as courage- 
ous in It.sdefense as was Cieorge Wash- 
ington. 


The shedding of hm blood w i l l in- 


tensify the !o\e of government of the 
people by tbe people and for the peo- 
ple throughout the civili/ed world. 


He 
was American in ancestry, 


American in education, American in 
choice of form of government, Ameri- 
can in principle, and he died as true 
an American at heart as ever fell upon 
a field of battle. He loved the (Stars 
and Stripes, and hoped to see our flag 
the banner of his country. 
I trust 


his hope may become a reality. His 
patriotic death will ever be an inspir- 
ation to all who battle for liberty 
against oppression and wrong. 


He died a hero lu defence of home 


and country; he fell a martyr in a 
glorious cause. 


He was of the leadership uf a- 


brave, courageous and successful iiand 
of patriots as ever rescued a country 
from a despot's rule. 


His death adds increased lustre to 


the courage, bravery and statennian- 
shipofthe founders of the Hawaiian 
Republic. His sacrifice for the cause 
of liberty will animate all who strive 
for freedom in the years to come 


His virtues will be extolled in po- 


etry and song; canvas and marble 
will commemorate his deeds, and

"I shall regret if the United States 


do not see their way clear to assent to 
the application of the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment to give a landing station to 
the Canadian- Australian cable within 
tbe Hawaiian archlpeligo, but their 
refusal to give their assent will not 
in any way Interfere with the project 
of connecting Canada with Australia, 
as tbe cable can be established with- 
out landing on the Hawaiian Islands. 
British Interests will loose nothing. 
The Hawailans themselves will be the 
only losers." 


Mr. Fleming thinks that should 


the United States Government de- 
termine to lay a cable from San 
Francisco to Honolulu, and at the 
same time assent to the landing of 
a British cable on some one of the 
Hawaiian islands, the general in- 
terests of commerce will be greatly 
benefited, and that in a few years 
the commerce of the Pacific will 
be sufficient to justify the estab- 
ment of both cables. 


Minister Damon Offers Resolutions 


In Favor of Volunteers. 


Periiuns Holding Government Position* 


and Not Loyal to the Cause Should 


be Removed From Oflice. 


A special meeting of the Execu- 


tive and Advisory Councils was 
held Tuesday afternoon at 1 :30. 
There were present President Dole, 
Ministers Damon, 
King, 
Hatch 


and Smith, and ten members of 
the Advisory Council. 


Minister Damon offered the fol- 


lowing resolution: 


Resolved, That the officers and pri- 
vates of the volunteer companies on 
duty at the Judiciary building from 
January 17, 1895, to February II, 1895 
revolution, be allowed the same rate 
of pay as paid volunteer officers and 
privates between January 6, 1895 and 
January 16, 1895. 


The resolution was passed with- 


out a diesenting vote. 


Minister Damon then offered the 


fo'lowing: 


Resolved, That Section 4 of Act 73 


of tbe Executive and Advisory Coun- 
cils of the Provisional Government of 
the Hawaiian Islands, be iiotso con- 
strued as to apply to persons on mili- 
tary duty, and members of the Citi- 
zens' Guard. 


Councillor Emmeluth did not 


believe a man who received as 
much as $1800 a year should be 
entitled to pay for services ren- 
dered. 
Those who only got tbe 


modest stip'end of $40 a month 
were the onefe entitled to extra re- 
muneration. 


After some discussion by several 


members the resolution was passed 
unanimously. 


Councillor 
Emmeluth put the 


following question to the Minister 
of Foreign Afl&irs: 


Has the Minister of Foreign Affairs 


at any time during the past ten days 
given assurances of recognition to roy- 
alists that they could organize and 
agitate for annexation without taking 
the oath of allegiance to this Govern- 
• 
ment? 


Minister Hatch made plain the 


statue under which the meetings 
referred to were held. It was not 
necessary for those organizing and 
carrying out the movement to take 
tbe oath of allegiance, as published 
in this paper some time ago. 


After some discussion on the 


relative merits of persons holding 
views iinimcal to the Government 
retaining office, the Councils went 
into Executive session.-

BEDFORD, (Mass). Feb. 8 — 


Two of the men who have beeu placed 
under arrest as instigators of the re- 
oent insurrectiou in Hawaii are well 
known in this city. A. P. Peterson la 
the son of Daniel P. Peterson, for- 
merly of this city, and received his 
education here. 
He was the nephew 


of the late Lothrop Clarjs, who was 
a brother ot Peterson's mother. After 
attending the public schools young 
Peterson was given a legal education, 
and soou took high rank in his chosen 
profession. After spending some time 
in Honolulu he returned to this coun- 
try, and about a dozen years ago was 
settled in Plymouth. Later he went 
hack to Hawaii aud acquired a repu- 
tation as one of the moot astute law- 
yers in the kingdom. He became 
attorney-general under Queen Lll's 
regime, and occupied that position at 
the time the royal goverument was 
overthrown. 


The father of Bob Wilcox is now at 


Newport. His name is William Wil- 
cox, and he Is now 70 years old. 
He 


is living a somewhat secluded life 
with a wife he has taken to himself 
since his return to this country 


He left Newport about 1843, in the 


ship Mencare of which Captain Jos- 
eph Sherman, a Newporter, was cap- 
tain, on a wbaliug voyage as first 
mate. 


Tbeship made the Hawaiian islands, 


as Captain Sherman, wLo bad a num- 
ber of trinkets aboard, desired to stop 
there for trading. Wilcox objected to 
this, saying they did not care to spend 
their time, as they bad come out on a 
whaling voyage. 
The result was the 


purling of the captain and first mate. 
Wilcox was told that he might go 
ashore if be didn't like the way the 
vessel was run, and when ashore he 
declined to return, and took to him- 
self a wife of native birth, who, it is 
said, was of a royal family. He re- 
mained there until about a dozen years 
ago, and while there engaged ia many 
kinds of business. 


While on the iblaiuls he bad flve 


eons born to him, and one of them, 
Bob, appeared to be quite a bright 
young man, and as BOOU as be became 
of age took a prominent part in the 
affairs of the islands. 
Bob Wilcox 


was in this country some years ago. 


William Vvilcox's family was a 


rather notable one, consisting of five 
sons and two daughters, with the blue 
blood of royalty flowing ID their veins. 
Wilcox was from stock traceable back 
to the Wilcoxes of Tiverton of the 
present day. 
His father was a whaling captain, 


and while his son learned the carpen- 
ter's trade in Fall River It was not to 
his liking, and he soon began follow- 
ing the sea. When be went out on 
the ship Mencar, which was built 
especially for Captain Joseph Sher- 
man, and afterward went into New 
Bedford hands, there was no better in 
his line afloat. 
Wilcox was a thor- 


ough Yankee, a bustler, and out 
spoken. 


He worked the men hard and yet 


had tbeir confidence and good will. 
When he left the Meuear at Hawaii 
he joined a New Bedford ship, and in 
two years it is claimed be was the 
means of filling her with sperm oil. 


He left the ship at the islands and 


took ashore some few thousand dol- 
lars as his share of tbe proceeds. This 
be invested, and it was tbe means of 
introducing him into the royal family. 


A duzen or fifteen years ago, after 


thirty years' residence there, he de- 
sired to see bis aged mother, a resi- 
dent of Portsmouth, since deceased. 
He returned to Newport, his wife 
having died a year or two previous, 
and attempted to settle down, but 
various matters caused htm to change 
his mind, and, after taking to himself 
a second wife, he returned with her to 
the Islands, 


The couple only made a couple of 
years' stay at the islands, reverses, 
loss of sugar crop, and each matters 
having considerably shrunken the 
old whaler's fortune. 
But Wilcox 


held a couple of hundred-acres of 
choicest lands, which are 
today

by him for the benefit of his children,

The Labor Commission held a 


meeting on Tuesday and disposed 
of much of the unfinished business 
which has piled up during the ces- 
sation caused by the recent political 
troubles. Resolutions were passed 
authorizing Mr. Armstrong to visit 
the coffee districts of Kona to in- 
vestigate 
the 
labor 
conditions 


among tbe plantations. 
At tbe 


same time Mr. Severance will go 
to Hilo to investigate matters on 
the sugar plantations. They will 
probably leave next week, and, 
after two weeks' tour, meet in Hilo 
to compare notes and compile sta- 
tistics. 


Further digcussioa of a hoard of 


arbitration to settle 
differences 


among tbe plantation laborers and 
tbeir 
employers, 
resulted in a 


scheme to appoint a board of three 
members—tbe planters, Councils 
and Government, each to select a 
member. This board is proposed 
with the idea of getting at a solu- 
tion of the strike problem. Should 
differences arise on tbe plantations, 
the workmen will be obliged to 
place the matter before tbe board 
of arbitration before declaring a 
strike. A penalty is to be imposed 
in the event of laborers taking 
action before the board has been 
apprised of tbe matter.

of the watch In touch all the time 
with the keepers on duty. 


I would like to see some arrange- 


ment made by which electric lighting 
might be carried through this depart- 
ment and thus prove economical, 
more efficient, and minimize the dan- 
ger of fire At the present time we 
have to use twelve cases of kerosene 
oil a month and have bad lighting.
